Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreennent was reached, or any other comments: Mr. Pitlicl^ discussed the specific claimed range of charge density as 
well as addition points and order of addition with respect to the broad disclosures in Kuo et al, pointing out that the 
preferred embodiments teach away from the instant claimed invention. The examples were highlighted as 
demonstrating the favorability of the claimed invention. The Zhang reference was also discussed and the obviousness 
with respect to combination of Zhang et al with Kuo et al. Discussion was held with respect to broadly disclosed 
ranged vs. narrower claims. No agreement was reached.

- An indication whether an agreement was reached and if so. a description of the general nature of the agreement (may be by 
attachment of a copy of amendments or claims agreed as being allowable). Note: Agreement as to allowability is tentative and does 
not restrict further action by the examiner to the contrary. 

- The signature of the examiner who conducted the interview (if Fonm is not an attachment to a signed Office action) 

It is desirable that the examiner orally remind the applicant of his or her obligation to record the substance of the interview of each case. It 
should be noted, however, that the Interview Summary Fomri will not nomnally be considered a complete and proper recordation of the interview 
unless it includes, or is supplemented by the applicant or the examiner to include, all of the applicable items required below concerning the 
substance of the interview.
